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Public Beer Drinking Law Is Repealed
WAVE OF PROTESTS 
HITS CITY COUNCIL

An ordinance reported exclusively In the Torrnnce Press last 
week allowing the consumption of beer In public parks, mtreets and 
sidewalks In the City of Torrancc upon'permit of the City Man­ 
ager, was repealed Tuesday night by the, nnanlmoys vole of thr
City Council.

The Jaw, which had been 
adopted by the "ruling four" two 
weeks ago, drew protests from 
many ministers, school and civic 
officials. Opposers of the law said 
that it gave one man dictatorial 
powers to allow or not allow 
beer drinking in public places. 
They also claimed that it would 
create an additional burden on 
the law enforcement agencies of 
the city, that it, was not bene­ 
ficial for the general welfare of 
the people of Torrance. and that 
it would add to the Juvenile delin­ 
quency problem. 
PUBLIC HAZARD

In rendering the law void, It 
was stated in the ordinance that 
''the abuse of the privileges 
granted by Ordinance No. 564 
would create a public nuisance 
and hazard to the public, peace, 
safety and general welfare of the. 
citizens of the City of Torrance."

Councilman Nick Drale was 
sole opponent of the ordinance to 
allow drinking beer in .public 
places.

Paid Canvassers Sent Out 
With Water Bond Petitions

Agreeing to the recommendations of former Water Superin­ 
tendent W. B. Stanger, the City Council has raised the water bond 
Issue program to $2,000,000 to assure sufficient funds to enlarge 
the local water system to care for future groxvth. The original 
figure of $1,500,000 was declared by Stangcr to be Insufficient,

The campaign to get out 
favorable vote on the bonds is 
being launched this week by the 
circulation of petitions by paid 
workers to secure 1000 signatures 
asking for the water bond elec­ 
tion and also that the three 
water districts in Torrance be 
combined into one.

It is hoped that the election 
can be held November 13.

Under the merger of the three 
districts, North Torrance and 
South Torrance (Walterla) will 
continue to pay off their bonds, 
and it is believed that this can 
be accomplished with a tax rate 
of .20 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation.

The central district rate will 
remain at .25 cents.

The bond issue will be spread 
over the entire city, except Holly­ 
wood Riviera, It was said and a 
rate of only a few cents wHl be 
necessary to retire them.

While the namen of nearly 1200 citizens of Torrance protesting 
the Installation of parking meters on the rity street* were being 
checked in the City Clerk's office Tuesday, the City Council threw 
the ordinance for purchase of the meters "out the window."

The. ordinance adopted August 14 would have become effec­ 
tive on September 13, «nd pro-*                 -   

visions already were being made 
to purchase some 750 meters for 
the "central traffic district" set 
up in the ordinance.

However, a committee headed 
by Albert' Isen, lawyer and busi­ 
ness man, and assisted by Coun- 
cilmen Nick Drale, Vie Benstead, 
and others, started circulating 
petitions calling for repeal of the 
ordinance or a vote by the people 
on the issue.

The Torrance Press was the 
only newspaper to report that the 
petitions were in circulation.

The City Council did not wait 
for the petitions to be filed, but 
on its own volition, repealed the 
parking meter law. 
AUTHORITY REMAINS

The parking authority resolu­ 
tion wa,s not repealed, however, 
and the city is reported to be 
planning to buy land for off- 
street parking with revenue 
bonds.

Citizens throughout the City of 
Torrance were congratulating At­ 
torney Isen, Councilman Drale 
and the committee for their quick 
work in getting signatures to kill 
the parking meter law.

"We're through t>ein£ pushed 
around," one of them said.

The Torranr* Municipal Airport Sunday, August 26 was the 
scene of a tragic accident whe,n James P. Martin, S4. Garden*, 
crashed to hi* death yesterday In an attempt to fly an experi­ 
mental "square" airplane he had Invented and built. The crash was 
witnessed at the airport by Martin's wife Nioolrs 25, his two chil­
dren, Eddie, 4'a. and Jean Pierre,< 
3V4. his parents and a sister.

Martin's curiously shaped craft 
made several attempts at take- 
offs, finally became airborne, 
reached a height of 250 feet, 
made a 180-degree right turn and 
then went into a spin and came 
to earth in an open field 300 
yards from the flying strip. 
BTTILT IN SPARE TIME

Martin, an airplane mechanic, 
had worked on the plane for 
several years, friends said. He 
built it in his spare time «t a 
cost of about $500. It was made 
of sheet aluminum and powered 
by a 40 h.p. Continental engine. 
The mechanic, added 6 feet of 
conventional-type wing to either 
side on the leading edge of the 
square shape for needed extra 
lift.
